Tins application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13 .

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of 
invention because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In order for more than one species to be examined, the appropriate additional examination fees must be paid. The species are as 
follows: 

GROUP I: Claims 1-27 are drawn to a two-way communications device with a digital processing section implemented to remove echo 
from the transmitted signal. 

GROUP II: Claims 28-43 are drawn to a two-way communications device with a digital processing section that selectively switches 
between transmission and reception modes 

GROUP HI: Claims 44 and 45 are drawn to a two-way communications device with a piezoelectric device supported by an echo 
canceller 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the 
species lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Each group is drawn to a different 
technical feature. The features being various improvements upon the already known two way communications device disclosed in 
applicant's admitted prior art (Specification page 1 line 28 to page 3 line 10). 
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
